Agree.

PiTTSBURn, Aug. 25.— When the con- 
ference between the coal oporatora' 
committee and miners' ofiicials resumed 
7Mterda7 the operators presented a 
propotition to rabmit the qaeition to 
tfUtrstion, and pending the decision of 
the arbitration they would concede 7 1-2 
cents per ten, making the rate 61 1-2 
cents. President Ratchford refused 
this and firmly maintained his stand for 
the payment of the 69 cent rate until 
the qnettiop wm settled by arbitntion. 
The conference adjourned without 
reaching any agreement. 

The operatore' committee reported 
this disagreement to a general meeting 
of the operators, and after a session of 
sereral hoars the miners' tiltimatum to 
retnm to work at the 69-cent rate pend- 
ing arbitration, was rejected. The 
operators will now carry out the plan 
adopted at the Cleveland conference 
ana will open their mines at once with 
the old dicTKcrs if pos.sible, with import- 
ed men if the old men refuse to work. 
A committee was appointed, composed 
of representatives m every firm in the 
district to map oat the mode of pro- 
cedure for the resumption. 

Quiet prevails at the strikers' camps 
about the Dearmit mines. Both sides 
are waiting for the decision of the court 
in the cases of the five men arrested on 
Saturday morning. The shcritf does 
not want to go on making arrests until 
he is sure the court will sustain him, 
and the Ptrikers don't want to be ar- 
rested if the court will sustain the sher- 
iff in making the arrests. So a sort of 
trnco has come iibont. There was no 
agreement of any kind. 

The strikers maintain their claim of 
the right to go out in .>;mall groups, by 
moving about quietly, so as not to at- 
tract the attention of tho deputies if 
they ran help it, and the deputies main- 
tain their position of not allowing the 
strikers to march by not seeing any of 
them wlio do march, and failing to rec- 
ognize them as strikers if they must see 
them. Yesterday the campers did not 
even go out in small groups on acc ount 
of a drizzling rain. They remained un- 
der shelter and passfcd an uneventful 
day awaiting news of the conference 
between the operators and miners' offi- 
cials in se-sion at Pittsburg. 

During the day the campers succeed- 
ed in doing considerable missionary 
work by going about in groups of two. 
They claim to have made a nutiiber of 
converts and f liat only d'l men we: e at 
work in the L ixk Hill mine. The cnn- 
pauy offsets this claim, however, by 
saying that as the day was \y.\y day at 
the dak Hill mine they did not e.xjject 
as many men out as usual, as some 
miners always remain idle on i)ay day. 
They claim, however, that the force of 
men at work is increasing day by day. 
despite what tlie strike rs say. 

1 he s;inie plan was carried out at the 
Oak Hill mines yesterday as were fol- 
lowed last pay day. Tlie m< ii who have 
contracts, and who joined the strikers 
within th,^ past two weeks, received no 
pay and were discharged if they re- 
lused to work. Tliose who had no 
contracts, and who struck, were paid off 
in full. 

The threatened evictions at Plum 
Creek will not take place tliis week, as 
the company discovered an error in the 
papers served on the tenants, which 
made them illegal. 

Yesterday was payday at the Plum 
Creek mine and aboat 200 men received 
their money. Pay was withheld from 
about 150 men on account of the strike 
The total amount held back anmuiited 
to about 11.000. A unmber of the min- 
ers threatened to enter salt for tM 
amount due them. 

In the case of Thomas Deere against 
the New York and Cleveland Gas Coal 
company to recover wages retained 
Alderman 8. J. Toole yesterday after- 
noon gave the plaintiff a judgment for 
140.2^. Deere sued for wages alleged 
to be due from July 16 to Ang. 6. He 
is one of the Dearmit men who joined 
the strikers at Plum Creek and his 
wages were declared forfeited under 
the ironclad contract. Baits for wages 
have also been entered against the same 
company by five others. A hearing 
will be neld by Alderman Toole next 
Monday morning at 1 1 o'clock. 

The camp of the striking miners, 
which has been maintained for the past 
four weeks at Sandy Creek in order to 
keep the miners from retaming to work 
in <Aat pit, waa broken np yesterday,

INDIANA MINERS DESTITUTE. 
Ovfftnwt MooaS I>MWlkM Tkair OoB4i> 
tlon and Hia PmUIoo. 

Indianapolis, Ang. 2fi.— In speaking 
of the miners' strike in Indiana Gov- 
ernor Mount said: "The condition of 
Indiana miners gives me deep and con- 
stant distress. I am daily advised of 
the misery that pvtrails. I have ex- 
hausted my power as governor ; there 
are no available state fnnds from which 
relief may be supplied ; there is no leg- 
islature in sussiou to which appeal 
mighc be made. I hoped that the gen- 
erous people of Indiana would respond 
to my appeal, as the want is argent. 
Miners of Indiana have been reduced 
below hving, decent wages, and we 
ought to do our utmost to bring com- 
fort to the distress." 

The governor g^id he bad uo sygipa- 



thy with the criticism that the ibiners 
had not husbanded their resources. He 
8a;d : "They are the victims of a sys- 
tem. Operators have admitted that 
miners' wages are insufficient. The old 
scale, they say, was not a decent scale 
of wages. My pride and American 
manhood revolt against it. If there 
should have been disorder and if it 
should become necessary to call out 
mihtia to restore quiet, thousands of 
dollars would have been spent. An 
equal sum might, if applied in relief, 
avert all trouble. 

"My sympathies are with the miners. 
We want none of the conditions to 
which the contract system reduced 
Pennsylvania miners. I do not believe 
timely a d to these Indiana miners en- 
courages pauperism. They are not beg- 
gars. They will work if the chance u 
offerad tiwm." 

SEARCHINQ FOR PWE CtOUS OEMS.

LiTTi.K R/K K, Aug, 2.").— Xew discov- 
eries of valuable depfjsits of pearls in 
lakes and rivers in Arkansas have added 
greatly to the excitement already exist- 
ing over similar discoveries, and today 
two thoasands of people are wading 
throogh the water in deferent parts of 
the state Marching for tha pradotu 
gems. 

The latest and most sensational dis- 
coveries were made in the Arkansas 
river and tho creeks, lakes and bayous 
near Little Rock where pearls have 
been picked up ranging in value from 
$10 to .'JsOO each. Hundreds of people 
are working tho Saline, White and 
other river and many valuable finds have 
been reported. Additional dis^coveries 
were made on tho Fourcho river yester- 
day, anrl hundreds of people are swarm- 
ing to that stream. 

A staff representative of thi> Arkan- 
sas (i'a7ette. who has spent mucli time 
in invcstig,.ting the matter, says there 
ore ol streams in the state that are ricli 
in pearls of largo size. It has now de- 
veloped tliat in th" coarse of a survey 
made in the White river in IMir,, $r),0()0 
worth of pearls were collected by mem- 
bers of the snrrey in the ooone of their 

duties. 

Recent discoveries lead to the asser- 
tion that never in man's history were 
SO many and so large pearls discovered. 
Pearls of from 80 to M grains in weight 
are no uncommon thin^rs to find in the 
possession of country lads who fish for 
pearls for pnstini''. Tlie color of the 
pearls foond is that of a saline rose and 
the teztora ii flnt class.

MORE SP ANISH 

Old Men Wove Xncheted 

Tied to Btnkos nad Tortnred. 

New York, Aug. S6.— A tragic inci- 

cent of the Cuban insurrection is de- 
pu ted in The Sun, whi( li prints a letter 
from an aged Cuban, Ramon Montoro, 
who lived iu the town of Madruga 
Cuba. Moutero bur ed the letter at an 
appointed place outside the town, where 
a Cuban courier found it and carried it 
to Colonel Raoul Arango. The unfortu- 
nate author of the letter was killed by 
the Spaniards becau>e he was dis-overed 
returning from the rountry, which he 
hail visited without Spanish pernii,<sion. 
Moiitero's letter is dated Aug. 14. It 
tells of the horrible death of two f);d 
men, friends of his, who were forcibly 
tak( n from their homes and maohetcd 
to (b ath. 

The villagers, of whom only old men, 
women and children remained (all 
those who wero able h;iving taken up 
arms for the can^^e of (_"!uba), were in- 
vited by th" brutal Sj aniards to the ex- 
Pf ution. The death of those old men 
occurred on Aug. 9, and during tin; five 
succeeding davs 12 others perished in 
the same manner. 

The torture of thirst had been largely 
intiicteil upon pusomrs. They were 
tied to posts and a basi;i f.Wi'd with 
fresh water iila.'t d b-fore them Mon- 
tcro knew of !.i men who lia<l been un- 
dergo' ng thi-; barbarous treatment for 
several days previous to Aug. 14. 
When he wrote h.s letter th"ir cries of 
despair could be heard by thu whole 
town. ^ 

SPAIN'S NEW FRSMIER. 

<i,'tuTnl -Vzciirr.TKi* Will Turene the Policy 
iif Ills Predi'co**or. 

London, Aug. 25.— A dispatch to The 
Standard from San Sebastian says: 
"C^eneral Azcarraga, the new premier, 
desires to continue the policy of hi'' j re- 
decessor, Senor Canovas del Castillo, as 
far us possible, and does not apprehend 
any complications. He is confident that 
the United States will preserve its pres- 
ent attitude of cordial friendship, and 
will not insist upon mediation. Spain 
would not refuse to sabmit to a com- 
mission the settlement of claims of 
American citi/.eus in Cuba if on the un- 
derstanding tliat only the damage suf- 
fered at the hands of her forces and au- 
thorities was to be the subject of exam- 
ination and reserving all her counter 
claims arising from filibustering. 

"Should Minister Woodford be in- 
structed to demand autonomy, Spain 
would reply that autonomy would havo 
been granted long ago had the Cubans 
cea-^ed to receive from the United States 
the moral and material assistance ena- 
bling them to prolong the straggle and 
had they ceaseid to demand absolute in- 
dipeudence." 

RESISTE D THt O FRCIRS. 

A Woniaa Wonndod aad Hor Two Sons 
Killed. 

C -vixoTON, Tenn.. Aug. 25.--A con- 
stable and his assistants in attempting 
to make a levy yesterday on the house- 
hold goods of Mike Hill, colored, living 
at Atoka, a station on the IlUnois Cen- 
tral, south of here, met with forcible 
resistance and shot and killed two of 
Hill's sons and wounded his wife. Hill 
was not at home, bat his wife aud two 
sons were there. 

As the oflicers approached the houso 
Hill's wife came out of the house with 
a shotgun and attempted to shoot the 
officers, when she was shot by one of 
the oflicers. Hill's sons then joined in 
the melee and both were killed. 

More trouble is expected as the con- 
stable has telegraphed the sheriff here 
for more men. 

Wrcolier Cauiea m Wreck. 
MiLViLLE, N. J., Aug. 25.— The late 
passenger train from Philadelphia, on 
the West Jersey railroad, last night 

collided with a wrecker from Cai)e May 
and piled the ears on top of each other, 
une man was killed, one fatally iumred 
and a number of others seriously in- 
jured. The dead man has not been 
identified. Among the injured are : 
Samuel Wilson, internally, will die ; 
and Rev. J. F. Shaw of Trenton, ribs 
broken. The foreman of the wreoker is 
also believe to be fatally hurt. 

One Fined and Two Inii>rl«oned. 
Paius, Aug. '.J5.— Earon Mackau, one 
of the chief promoters of the chanty 
bazaar of the Hue Jean Goujon, which 
was destroyed by fire on May last, with 
a loss of over a hundred lives, has been 
sentenced to pay a fine of 600 francs. 
One of the employes of the cinemato- 
graph establishment, the section in 
which the fire broke out, was sentenced 
to one year's imprisonment and fined, 
and another employe was sentenced to 
eight months' imprisonment and to pay 
a fine. 

White Caps In .\Iabaina. 

Abbeville, Ala., Aug. 25.— Last night 
White Caps went to the house of Frank 
Smith, colored, and shot him to death 
through a crack in the walls of th4 

house. White Cappers recently whipped 
a negro severely for alleged intimacy 
with a white woman. Smith was killed 
for having threatened to divulge their 
names to die grand jury. 

House Wreokod hjr DjrBamlto. 

Chicaoo, Aug. 28.— Some unknown 
person placed a dynamite cartridge un- 
der the farmhouse of Samuel Carson, 
near Galesborg. The explosion wrecked 
the house completely. Three persons 
w ere in the bouse, but none was in- 
lured, though they were blown many 
feet away. The reason tot the oatrage 
is unknown.
